REMARKS

Amendments to the specification. 

The first paragraph of the specification has been amended to indicate the priority applications being 
claimed. This application wag indicated as a continuation-in-part application filed under the conditions set 
forth in 35 United States Code §120 in the unexecuted declarations filed with this application. A petition to 
correct the priority claims is being filed separately (copy attached).

31 and on page 87, lines 26-33. 

Support for each of the concentration, exposure times and temperatures used in abiotic stress assays 
is provided, for exanqrie, on the aforementioned pages for support for increased tolerance to cold, drought 
salt, and sucrose, as well as on page 1 0, lines 7-1 3 and on page 83, lines 4-1 7.
